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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
3, 2005 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

3. Claims 1-6, 7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Huang et al. (5,054,691). 

Huang discloses a fuel injector comprising: a fuel passage 9; a valve 1 1 ; a valve 
seat 31, 32; a jet opening 34; a jet opening downstream channel 121. 

4. Claims 1, 2 and 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Huang et al. (5,054,691). 

Huang discloses a fuel injector comprising: a fuel passage 9; a valve 1 1 ; a valve 
seat 31 , 32; a jet opening 36; a jet opening downstream channel 45. The figure shows 
the diameter of channel 45 (immediately downstream of opeing 36) being double the 
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diameter of opening 36. The upstream half of channel 45 is the first channel and the 
downstream half of channel 45 is the second channel or vice versa. 

Even if the figure could not be relied on for dimensions, Huang discloses a fuel 
injector comprising: a fuel passage 9; a valve 1 1 ; a valve seat 31 , 32; a jet opening 34; 
a jet opening downstream channel 122. Huang discloses, in column 4, lines 1-20, that 
the flow rate is dependant on the sectional area of 122. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have provided 
a channel 122 diameter that is double the diameter of opening 34 , since it has been 
held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 2 and 1 1 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Examiner recommends the following: 

a. Amend the claims to recite that the second channel is downstream of the 
first channel; and 

b. The first channel has a constant diameter.
